1,100 industrial enterprises have 
received loans from the Develop- 
ment Budget, and about 500 firms 
have received important equip- 
ment from Germany under the 
reparations agreement. Industry 
in Israel now employs 100,600 
people.

HE Festival of Shavuot 
stands out from among the 


other Biblical festivals by a - 


curtous fact: it is a festival without 
No. specific day in the 
Jewish Year is given.in the Torah 
on which Shavuot falls. All the 
other Jewish festivals have their day 
and month clearly stated on which 
they are to be observed. Both in 
Leviticus xxii, and in Numbers 
XXViii and xxix these dates are 
expressly given. But though Shavuot 
is accorded prominent mention in 
both these places the actual calen- 
dar date’ of its 
nowhere given. | 

Shavuot is a festival, the day of 
whose occurrence is rigidly linked 
in the Torah to that of another, the 
festival of Passover. “And ye 
shall count unto you, from the 
morrow of the Sabbath (i-e., Pesach)

TRIBUTE TO LIBERAL 
LEADER 


25 Years of Service 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Hidden in the handsome bouquet 
of tributes which the Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue presented to its leader, Sir 
Louis Gluckstein, and his wife, Lady 
Gluckstein, in London. last week were. 
also a few prickly. thorns—not for 
them, of course, but’ for the Board of 
Deputies, “the Chief Rabbis and 
lesser rabbis,” and for “a society 
called Beth Din.”

Genuine Attempts 


In an address on “The Jewish 
Question,” given to the recently 
formed Social and Discussion Group 
Forum, at 74 West End Lane, N.W.6, 
Professor Levy stated that in the early

genuine attempt had been made to 
build up the life of the Jewish 
minority on the basis of its separate 
national and cultural identity and it 
then seemed that the Jewish problem 
could be solved in a Socialist society.

-ICA’s HELP FOR 
COLONIES 


Rapid Progress Reported 
[{COMMUNICATED] 


Sound and rapid progress by the 
Jewish Colonization Association's 
colonies in Israel was reported to a 
meeting of the Ica’s Council of 
Administration in Brussels last week. 
The. President, Sir- Henry d Avigdor 
Goldsmid, was in the chair. 


Reports were given by the Director- 
General: . of Ica,’.: Mr. .. Victor 
Girmounsky, who. has _ recently 
returned from a tour of inspection of 
the. Association’s. activities and 
interests in Israel; and: M. Georges 
Wormser, who. also. recently visited 
Israel as a member of the delegation 
representing French Jewry. 

The construction of the colony Sdeh 
Moshe has been more or less com- 
pleted, and a new one started in. the 
Shuva district of the Northern Negev. 
Another new colony has been pro- 
posed for the Lachish area, and drill- 
ing operations for water are to be 
undertaken on the site. 

The new credits approved for the 
Association’s work in Israel include a 
contribution towards the cost of erec- 
tion of a communal! hall in the colony 
Nir Banim, and the creation of a 
revolving fund to solve the difficult 
problem under present conditions of 
maintaining sufficient reserves of 
cattle and poultry feed in the colonies. 


Fresh credits for the. Mikveh-Israel 
agricultural school, --both for. the 


reconstruction . and . modernisation 
work dnd for the current budgetary 
expenditure were also approved. 


Fhe Association’s Joan activities in 


various countries came in for a long 


review: The Ica, working in partner- 


ship with the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee; has since the end of the war 
created a network of loan institutions, 
‘particularly in North Africa and South 
America. This has been done to help 
improve: the position of the Jewish 
population in those countries where 
their conditions are. particularly diffi- 


cult or to facilitate the integration of

Judged against the background of 
the bomb-throwing in. Beirut, the

Summer Festival | Highlights 
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May 23, 1958—Sivan 4, 5718 


SHAVUOT. 


THIS Sabbath marks the comple- 
tion of the seven weeks of the 
Omer which we have been solemnly 
since Passover and. is 
therefore the eve of our Festival 


of Weeks. A sombre note precedes - 


‘the festivity, for in tomorrow morn- 
ing’s Sabbath service will be 
the special prayer in 
memory of the martyrs : “ May the 
Father of mercies remember the 
holy congregations who laid down 
their lives for the sanctification of 
the Divine Name. May our God 
remember them. for good together 
with the other righteous of the 
world.” This requiem. for the 
martyrs recalls the sufferings of 
ancient, medieval, and-—not least 
~-modern times. The thoughts of 
many worshippers will be directed 
towards Mount Zion, where. our 
brethren in. the reborn State of 
Israel have -established a poignant 
memorial of hallowed relics dedi- 
cated to the millions of Jews who 
were slaughtered by the Nazis. 
This memorial adjoins the. sacred 
tomb of, King David, the anniver- 
sary of whose death. is  com- 
memorated at Shavuot by ‘special 
pilgrimage to this holy place. fit 


is appropriate that, before rejoic- 


ing in our  Festrval, «should 
recall ‘the heroic devotion. of suc- 


cessive. generations to the Torah 


-, which has ‘been bequeathed to us. 


from Sinai. 


* 


With: tomorrow night’s inaugura-.: 


tion Of this. Festival. Divine 


Revelation, we shall pray:. “ May 


our remembrance ascend, come and 
be accepted before Thee, with the 


remembrance of our fathers, of 
Messiah the son of David Thy 


servant,.of Jerusalem Thy holy city, 
and of all Phy people. the house of 
Israel, . bringing: .deliverance. and 
well-being, grace, lovingkindness 
and: mercy, hfe and peace on this 
sacred day.” The Torah-portion 


read in our synagogues next Sunday. 
morning comprises the awe-inspir- 


ing 19th and 20th chapters of the 
Book of Exodus. It records how 
the Israelites: were. released from 
bondage to the Egyptians in order 
to become the servants of God and 
the bearers of His message to all 
mankind; how the people gladly 
accepted this mission. both. for 
themselves and for their descend- 
‘ants ; and how they were entrusted 
with the Ten Commandments. for 
the guidance of humanity, .. The 
synagogue is decorated with flower- 
ing plants to symbolise the joyous 
fruition people’s deliverance 
from oppression that has eventuated 
in their reception of the Divine Law 
on this Fiftieth Day. 

In a more Hiteral sense, also, our 
Festival is designated in Scripture 
as Yom. Ha-Bikkurim, the Day of 
First-Fruits. When our ancestors 
had found deliverance from 
wandering and servitude and had 
become happily settled in their own 
Land of Promise, they were bidden 
to bring at. this season an offering 
of their first-fruits with thanks- 
giving to God. Seven species were 
mentioned as typical of these pro- 
ducts : wheat, barley, grapes, figs, 
pomegranates, olives, and. dates. 
In ancient times a lovely ceremonial 
accompanied this procession of the 
first-fruits from each agricultural 
community Jerusalem and its 
presentation in the Temple. With 
the return of the Jewish people to 


the “soil” of the “Holy “Land, this 


agricultural aspect of Shavuot has 
‘received a fresh significance. In 
continuance of the Biblical tradi- 
tion, if is NOW Once again observed 
also as Chag Ha-Hatzir, “ the Feast 
of Harvest, the first-fruits of thy 
labours, which thou sowest in the 
field.” | 

The inclusion in the synagogue 
liturgy of the Book of Ruth brings 
the fragrant inspiration of | the 
countryside to the consciousness 
even of those who may be far 


~gtemoved from the fields of Eretz 


Yisrael. The heroine of this lovely 


Biblical idyll is a Moabite stranger, 


who came to accept Israel’s Torah, 
and who was later honoured as the 


ancestor of King David and of the 
Messiah to come. We are reminded 
the universalistic ideals which 
this Festival bids us cherish as 
those -who have been divinely 
_ called to work for the coming of 
God's kingdom upon earth. The 
message of national freedom and. 
independence that was proclaimed 


by the Festival of Passover (and 
that has since been powerfully rein- 
forced, in this tenth year of Israel's 
Statehood, by the celebration of 
Yom = Atzmaut) is not by itself 
sufficient. It needs to be consum- 
mated by the proclamation from 
Sinai that forms our Torah-reading 
for Shavuot: “ Ye have seen what 


I did unto the Egyptians, and how. 


1 bore you on eagles’ wings, and 
brought you unto Myself. Now 


_therefore, if ye will hearken unto 


My voice indeed, and keep My 
covenant, then ye shall be Mine 
own treasure from among. all 
peoples ; for all the earth is Mine ; 
and ye shall be unto Me a kingdom 
of priests and a holy. nation.” 


CLOUD OVER 
FRANCE 


REPORTS received from. France 


show that, not unnaturally, the 
grave political situation through 


which the. country is passing is a 
source of the deepest concern to its 
Jewish community, not only in their 
capacity as. citizens. There has 
appeared to: be a real threat even 
of civil war, and though one may 
pray that such .a catastrophe 
averted, there can be no blinking 
the possibilities. are well 


aware that in a state of political. 


confusion, or in the aftermath. of 
national defeat, minority groups 


become an easy target for attack, . 


and that adds a special measure 


to. the -fears which French Jews 


share with all other citizens of the 
Republic. The disquiet which they 
feel and which js naturally felt, too, 
by their. brethren in other lands, 
is reinforced bya number of inci- 
dents that have occurred recently: 
antisemitic organisations have nrore 
openly carried their 
ganda; the Tomb of the Unknown 
Jewish Martyr was defaced; and 


some Algerian Jews. were beaten 


‘in a café by the police. Among 
the measures taken by the Pflimiin 
Government. under ifs emergency 
powers has been the proscribing ol 


four’ fascist-type bodies, two of 


which were notorious for their 


antisemitic activity. 


Our dispatches: from Paris also 
report that a number of Jewish 
organisations have joined in. politt- 
cal action against the threat of a 
Right-wing attack on the Republic, 
be remembered that a con- 
siderable part of French Jewry 1s 


organised. political lines, 
especially the Yiddish-speaking 
element, . which has its Zionist, 


Bundist, and Communist . wings. 
This. activity is therefore explicable 
partly. by the general flurry of 
activity in defence of the Republic 
which the military steps in Algeria 
have inspired in the Left. Naturally 
the Conseil Représentatif des Juifs 
de France, in. which the leading 
Jewish organisations in the country 
participate, has refrained from 
engaging In any such action. No 
doubt there are elements in French 
Jewry who share to the same 
degree as some of their compatriots 
the belief that only General de 


Gaulle can save their country. Many 


Jews ‘served. under General de 
Gaulle during the war, aid there 
has never been any suggestion to 


associate him with antisemitic 
feeling. To the Right-wing and 


militarist. elements. antisemitic 


fringe has always been attached, 


Even here, however, the warmth of 
feeling for Israel which her exploits 
against Egypt have specially 
engendered may have effected a 
change. It is interesting in this 
connection “that Jacaties 
Soustelle, the former Governor- 
General of Algeria, who fled 
secretly from Paris to throw in his 
lot with the military leaders in 
North Africa, is Chairman of the 
French Committee for a Franco- 
Israeli Alliance. x 


Even in a country which is 
accustomed to carrying on _ its 


business in the midst of prolonged - 
political crises, the present situa- 


tion wears an aspect of extreme 
gravity. To wish France deliver- 
ance from her travail will be the 
earnest prayer of the hour. She is 


one of the richest countries of 


Europe—rich not only in natural 
resources and in the intelligence of 


‘her population, but also in gifts of 


culture through which she holds 
the whole world in debt. The ideals 
of “liberty, equality, and frater- 
nity ” proclaimed during the French 
Revolution, quickly made them- 
selves felt throughout Europe, and 
were an factor in bring- 
ing about the emancipation of the 


be: 


propa- - 
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Jews. Today France and Algeria 
contain a Jewish community 
numbering half a million souls, 
one of the largest Jewish commu- 
nities in the free world under post- 
Hitler conditions, this ‘also 
givés us a special interest in her 
well being. The absence of any 
reals antisemitic manifestations 
during the present political ferment 
is reassuring, but there can be no 
peace of mind either for the Jews 
of France or for any other sechon 
of the population until the present 
situation has abated. 


THE * GREAT” 

THe United Synagogue is famous 
for many things, and not least Tor 
the assiduity with which a small 
team of honorary officers supervise 
personally every detail of its 
numerous and complicated opera- 
tions. But the labour they expend 
in formulating their recommenda- 
tions to the Council seems to lead 


to an. impatience with any view. 


contrary. to their. own. One more 
instance of this spirit. emerged at 
the. meeting of the Council on 
Monday when the adoption of an 
amendment: to the Executive's 
recommendations with reference to 
the future of the Great Synagogue 
evoked as by reflex action sugges- 
tions of resignation from the 


platform. That means. of bringing

Maynard Potts’s article (in your issue 
of last week) about Jewish girls in 
grammar schools. Mr. Potts. raises 
many valid points which call for sym- 
pathy and understanding, but I feel 


he is being a little harsh. in’ stressing: 


certain attitudes as specifically Jewish 
when. in fact, they are not. 1 think 
the question of numerical discrepancy 


between boy and girl sixth-formers is. 


general, and not hard to understand 
when one remembers that higher 
learning for women js a comparatively 
recent development arising out of the 
general emancipation of women, — I 
appreciate that in Mr. Potts’s school 
the pupils are drawn from many and 
varied backgrounds, and, perhaps, in

In this tractate we read that 
“there was a fine custom in Jeru- 
salem to train their young sons and 
daughters to afflict themselves on a 
fast day: at the age of 11 to the 
middle of the day, at the age of 12 
the full day, and at the age of 13 
the boy was taken round and pre- 
sented to every elder in order that 
he shall bless him and pray for him 
that he may be’ worthy to learn the 
and to engage in good 
deeds.” (Soferim xviii,.5, according 
to my translation of the Vilna 
version for the Soncino edition of 


_ the Minor Tractates of the Talmud.)

The actual designation of a boy 
at the age of 13 as “ Barmitzvah ” 
occurs: in another reading of the 
same passage as quoted by. Kaut- 
mann: Kohler: “In Jerusalem they 
were accustomed to. initiate their

DAVID OISTRAKH 


David Oijstrakh should leave 
England with warm thoughts of his 
concert at Albert Hall last Sunday 
evening. A full house gave him a 
rapturous ovation after he had played 
Beethoven's and Max Bruch’s violin 
concertos with the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra. And the ovation was fully 
deserved, for in the Beethoven he 
played with a classic clarity and pre- 
cision, a slightly withdrawn tone, and 
a musical absorption that made all

a tonal beauty that it seems only the 
Russian school. can. achieve, at. least 


in the highest register. For the Bruch 
he unbent, playing it with plenty of 
sentiment, ardently, even fierily, and 
so turning its comparatively simple, 
and sometimes commonplace, tunes 
into glowing gold—or so it seemed. 
The orchestra, under Sir Adrian 
Boult, plaved to. the -soloist with all 
the attention and almost. subservience 
which makes for perfect agreement.

T hat Julius Katchen is an outstand-

ally recognised now, but on Monday

The “ Six Piano Pieces” of 
opus 118 were given a performance 
marked by its sympathetic penetration 
into the musical thought of these 
complex little works. Katchen 
opened his recital with Beethoven's

fully represented in the sonata opus 
110. The great range of feeling in this 
sonata, from. pensive melancholy to 


purposeful striving, was magnificently

FINE ARTS QUARTET 


The first of a series of four recitals 
by the Fine Arts Quartet of America 
was given at the Festival Hall last 
week. The slightly later starting time 
of these early evening concerts was 
evidently popular, for quite a good 
audience was present. The quartet, 


consisting of Leonard Sorkin, Abram

kin, is an .accomplished team and 
made light of the problems set in 
Bartok’s Fifth Quartet. Particularly 
effective was the adagio, one of the 
composer's slow movements that carry 
the listener beyond time and space.

SHAVUOT IN ISRAEL

always celebrated as a feast of 
thanksgiving for the first. fruits, 
It was indeed a time of rejoicing. 
The crops were harvested and the 


fruits were ripening in the orchards, 


and thus it seemed to the people a 
proper time to give thanks-to the 
Lord for all. their rich blessings. 
Israel was a nation instilled with love . 
of the Jand and, when they, saw their 
rich crops, it was their desire to take 


_ ~of those fruits and bring them to the 


Temple. 

We have a wonderful description 
of those ceremonies in the Mishna: 
“ Those who lived near Jerusalem 


brought fresh’ figs and grapes and . 


those who came. from distance 
brought dried figs and raisins. Before 
them went an ox with its horns over- 
jaid: with. gold and a wreath olive 
leaves. Music was played on the flute 
until they reached Jerusalem. Then 
they sent messengers and rearranged 
their wicker. baskets. The Rulers, the 


Chief Priests, and Treasurers of the. 


Temple all went out to meet them, 
- and the. craftsmen left their benches 
and came to greet the pilgrims with 
words, “Brethren, ye are 
welcome.” 


‘The First-Fruits. 


Nowadays in the land of Israel the 
scene is little changed. Men, women, 
and children, from every kibbutz. and 
moshav, come to the fields, carrying 
baskets on their shoulders... The offer- 
ings which they 
such as vegetables, fruit, or sheaves of 
corn. It.is a great pleasure to watch 
the littl ones in their white yomtov 
garments, crowned with wreaths. of 
flowers, bearing their gifts. 
times: they bring small baskets’ of 
gokien brown eggs or panniers of 
fruit, some lead tiny calves to the 
lace specially chosen to offer their 
fhe leaders. repeat the old, old 
words D>wSoOSNa May you come 
in peace.” 

In. some kibbutzim another cere- 
mony takes place just before Shavuot 
and. that is the shearing of the sheep, 
Wn at. Of course, you all know that 


the sheep has a heavy fur-like coat. 


of wool. During the winter the wool 
grows quickly to keep him warm, But 
as soon as the rainy. season is 
and the sun shines brightly, it is too 
thick and warm for the sheep,.so the 
shepherds know it is now shearing 
time.- This is an expert job which 
has to be done quietly and rapidly. 
The shepherds go into one of the big 
sheep-folds, and very carefully - the 
delicate job of shearing is done, The 


wool of course is mostly sold to 
dealers, but some is kept in the 
kibbutz for padding. cushions or

you about the Shavuot celebrations in 
Israel: In the olden the 
Israelites made. pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem to present their first-fruits; 
nowadays another. pilgrimage is made 
and that is to the Tomb of David 
on Mount Zion. Each pilgrim slowly 
starts to climb the path to Mount 


Zion and you can hear the chanting — 


of prayers and psalms from. the 
underground chambers which are said 
to be the Tomb of King David. The 
place is lit with candles and some 
people remain there studying all 
through the night of Shavuot. : 
- But the real reason for this festival 
is because it is the anniversary of the 
Giving of the Law on Mount Sinai. 
You have read for yourself’ many 
times, I expect, the passage in the 
Bible that. describes this wonderful 
event. There was.a storm through 
which the sound of the Shofar could 
be heard clearly, and lightning flashed 
on the top of the mountain. 
followed a stillness that could almost 
be felt. The Midrash tells us that 
while this was happening: “the birds 
ceased to sing, no winged creature 
flew, no ox lowed. The Seraphim 


stopped in their praise of God, so. 
that all the nations could: hear the. 


words: “I am the Lord thy God” 
Knowledge of the Torah 


The Lord spoke to each Israclite 


on that day as if he alone mattered 
and the whole nation acclaimed with 
one voice: VOW Aw Vs “ We will 
do and we will listen.” They were 
prepared to do God’s will even before 
hearing the commands. 
fulfilling this promise we must pre- 
pare ourselves, 
of the Torah and the lessons of the 
prophets will help us to become trust- 
worthy Jews and Jewesses. We can- 
not be observers of our faith. unless 
we know what is the right way to 
live. Only our Bible and the com- 
eeciarnes of the rabbis can teach us 
that, 

So Shavuot, which was always the 
occasion: for the young children to 
attend synagogue and religion classes 
for the first time, is the important 
stepping stone tO gain knowledge. 
Read the Ten Commandments and try 

to understand them even more fully 
than before.
